Prior to 1890. the year of the passaged 
the McKinley law, the great markets r 
Germany were closed to American pork 
The reciprocity clauses of that bill cm 
powered the President to impose a tariff 
on German beet sugar so long as Germany 
discriminated against American 
pork 
The President gave notice that he would 
avail himself of such power. 
The consc 
quence was that Germany consented t 
tho admission of American meat to its 
ports, in return for the free admission of 
German sugar to our porta. 
The effect upon American farm tiro 
duce was, in part only, this; In I-"* wo 
exported 
4,289,891 pound, of canned 
beef to Germany; in 1893, after two years 
reciprocity we exported 10,917 142pounds. 
That is to say, the capacity for one for 
eign market for American beef had been 
increased two and a half times in two 
oars. In 1890 wo sen 13.303,'380 pounds of 
pork and bacon to Germany; in 1893 we 
sent 10,715,208 pounds, an increase of 
nearly OOOper cent in two years. 


The Populists who vote for tbe repeal 
of the law that so greatly enlarges the 
market f<>r American meats are traitors to 
the farmers who elected them. 
But Germany is only one of the several 
arkels that have been opened and en­ 
larged by the reciprocity clauses of the 
McKinley law, and meat is butoneof the 
articles that have found a new market. 
Cuba and Brazil have become large pur­ 
chasers of American Hour. 
And reci­ 
procity is but in its infancy, while the 
Populists in Congress are conspiring with 
the Democrats to kill it. 
Surely they aie 
traitors to the farmers who elected them. 
Their crime is aggravated by the fact 
that they arc conspiring against the farm 
(!rs for the benefit of the sugar trust. 
Their action, if successful, will increase 
the price of every pound of sugar that the 
fanner buys and lessen the price of every 
pound of meat and every bushel of grain 
that he sells.
